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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose or suggest a method of adjusting a preloading force on a 
spring having a method of interconnecting a valve tappet, a magnet armature and a 
compression spring, connecting a device onto the subassembly with the device having 
a stepped bore, guiding a weight in the stepped bore under the influence of gravity, 
applying a displacing force to the valve tappet to displace the valve tappet relative to the 
armature and than inserting the subassembly into a solenoid valve in combination with 
the other limitations set forth in claim 26 (renumbered claim 1).
